“for the time being” would mean 
six months. “Indefinitely,” as 
applied to registrants 30 and over 
might mean six months or longer, 
he said. 


A more definite prediction can- 
not be made, Hershey said, be- 
cause the trend of casualties and 
strategic developments cannot be 
forecast.

Seaman Joe’s Welfare

(How chaplains look out for the welfare of America’s sons in | 
the Navy is told in this article, the sixth in a series by the former 
chaplain of the famous battleship South Dakota) 


To millions of Americans the 


war news of most interest is not 


battle strategy or even battles, but the news of their boy Joe, or Jack, 
or Jim. How and where is he? When will he get his next leave? Did 
he get the last package sent to him? 


The Navy chaplain knows this. 
It is not his duty to teach men 
how to fire guns or how to navi- 
gate a ship, but it is his duty to 
watch out for the welfare of Joe 
as a man—a son, a brother, a hus- 
band. 

Conducting the Sunday religi- 
ous services is only a small part 
of the chaplain’s work. In this 
respect he is like a civilian niin- 
ister, who often finds Sunday a 
comparatively restful day. In ad- 
dition to his religious duties, the 
chaplain is, or is likely to be, the 
ship’s insurance officer, librarian, 
theatrical promoter, probation of- 
ficer. and adviser to everybody on 
board. 

GRIPING SHIP IS HAPPY 

There is an old saying in the 
Navy that a griping ship is a hap- 
py ship. Young fighting men need 
an outlet for their steam, and 
griping is such an outlet. Sailors 
who ddn't have enough steam in 
them to gripe usually don't have 
enough steam to do anything. 
either good or bad. 

Nevertheless there are some 
' gripes that call for remedies and 
the chaplain is expected to be 
alert and sensitive to these. Some- 
times the men can’t get their 
laundry back, or the canteen isn’t 
open when they can buy things, 
or the small stores are handled in- 
efficiently, or chow is unappetiz- 
ing, or the barber shop is so dis- 
organized they can’t get haircuts, 
and so on. 

Such problems usually can be 
handied by saying a few words to 
the responsible officers. Other 
problems are not so simple. Some 
of these I discovered by attending 
the executive officer's daily mast, 
the prelimirary trial cOurt for mi- 
nor offenses. The term mast is 
used because the captain of a sail 
ing vessel stood at the mainmast 
of the ship at the trial of offend. 
ers. On a modern warship mast 
is in the office of the captain or 
a subordinate officer. 

CASE FOR PADRE 

Penalties at the exec'’s mast 
were assignments to extra duty, 
restriction to the ship, or simply

a warning or lecture. If the exec 
believed greater punishment was 
needed, the offender was held for 
the captain’s mast. There the com- 
manding officer could disrate a 
man, put him in the brig on bread 
| and water for as long as five days, 
or order a deca court-martial. 

Most of the men were haled to 
mast for overstaying leave. The 
exec was severe with these men, 
on the theory that men who 4ver- 
stayed leave were stealing from 
shipmates who had to do their 
work. One day when the ship was 
at the navy yard a seaman show- 
ed up several days late. At mast 
he explained that ‘his parents at 
home were quarreling and he felt 
he ought to stay with them until 
peace was restored. 

“That’s a case for your depart- 
ment, padre,” sajd the exec. 
| I had a talk With the boy and 
was convinced his story was true. 
This I reported back to the exec, 
telling him I believed he or |! 
would have done what the seaman 
‘did if we were in a similar situa- 
tion. The boy was let off with a 
light penalty. 
GRAPS ABET THEFT 


We found that cases of theft 
always increased whenever there 
was a lot of gambling on the ship. 
The ship’s. master at arms (chief 
of police) confiscated all money at 
the crap games he could discover 
and turned it in to the ship’s wel- 
|fare fund. We could tell roughly 
‘from these contributions how 
many games were going on. 
| One day the master at arms got 
$84 in a single game, an extraordi- 
inarily large amount. When the 
exec heard about it, he ordered a 
‘thorough inspection of the ship. 
‘On this round the master at arms 
found an ensign gambling with 
his men, a serious offense because 
it leads to animosities that wreck 
‘the chain of command, The en- 
sign was broken to a petty officer. 
| When men gamble, somebody 
has to lose. When the losers run 
out of money they sign IOU’s. The 
‘debts hang over them and cause 
{ll feeling. On a warship the lives 
and safety of the whole crew re- 
quire teamwork. Enmities that 
‘spoil the teamwork cannot be tol- 
erated. 

LACK OF MAIL BAD 

Mail, or lack of it, is one of the 
biggest problems. When men are 
‘at sea, thousands of miles from 
home, they get terribly lonely. 
This applies to officers as well ds 
enlisted men. I know, because I 
was as lonely as any sailor on 
board. For a few weeks my wife 
failed to send my letters air mail 
and they were delayed. I wished 
then I had a chaplain to con- 
fide in. 

During this period I could sym- 
pathize with a gunner’s mate who

Mother's Day 
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came to me in a great rage after 
mail had been delivered to the 
ship. 

“I’ve got an allotment for my 
folks back home,” he shouted. “I 
want to stop that allotment. They 
haven’t written to me for four 
months.” 

HARD TO COOL OFF 

It was a job to cool off that boy 
and to explain to him that one of 
his duties as a fighting man is to 
keep up the morale of the folks 
back home. His case was not ex- 
traordinary. Many members of 
the crew wrote more letters than 
they received. 


at sea should remember that their 
sailor is greatly handicapped 
when he writes a letter. He can- 
not mention where the ship is, or 
what it is doing, or what the 
weather is like. The censor will 
\take out anything that might be 
‘useful to the enemy if the mail 
‘should be captured. 

In addition the sailor never has 
‘a comfortable place in which to 
‘sit and write a letter. There is 
‘no room on a warship for writing 
rooms. When he writes to his 
folks, he probably sits on the deck, 
or lies on his bunk, or leans 
against a gunmount. 

FORM OWN SHOWS 

Unfortunately for our entertain- 
ment problem on the South Dakota 
we could not take with us a bevy 
of Hollywood starlets and radio 
comedians. Most of the time we 
were operating in a part of the 
world where even the ports pro- 
vided no theatrical performarfices. 

So we organized our own shows. 
By Broadway standards they prob- 
ably weren’t very good, but we 
thought they were wonderful. 
There were always men aboard 
who could sing hillbilly songs with 
‘guitar or harmonica accompani- 
‘ment. We fotnd several Negro 
‘boys who were first rate tap danc- 
ers, a good Irish tenor, and a 
‘French boy who was a clever 
mimic. 
| There was one boy who could 
‘imitate what purported to be an 
airplane of World War I vintage 
‘as it warmed up and took off, and 
this never failed to get a roar of 
‘appreciation. The men also never 
‘tired of hearing another boy sing 
“Minnie the Moocher.” After a 
while everybody called him Min- 
nie. He was wounded later in bat- 
tle and also had a bout with spinal 
meningitis when we were in the 
Atlantic. 

“BRASS” HOOCH DANCE 

Several officers, usually juniors, 
performed Highland fling and 
hooch dances that made the crew 
‘howl. Senior officers occasional- 
‘ly led in singing of old sea chan- 
'teys. 

The shows were useful, not only 
for the entertainment they provid. 
ed but because they made the ship 
proud of itself. Oldtimers in the 
Navy frequently remarked they 
had never served on,.a ship that 
had so much «talent. This, of 
)course, was another example of 
| how we thought everything on the 
‘South Dakota was the world’s fin- 
est. 

Perhaps the most popul&r part 
of all our “Happy Hour” programs 
was the group singing. We sang 
the current popular songs and ail 
the old favorites. On many nights 
at sea we sent the strains of 
“Sweet Rosie O’Grady” and 
“Strawberry Blonde” rolling 
‘across the waves. 

CREW DANCES 

| After several+ months of im- 
promptu performances, several 
young officers were placed on the 
entertainment committee, of which 
I was chairman, and they arrang- 
ed and rehearsed shows. These 
‘we thought. were almost profes- 
sional performances. 

| We also ran crew dances wien 
‘the ship was at Philadelphia, hir-

Discharge Plan 


Is Simplified 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—() 
Secretary Stimson announced to- 
day the Army has adopted a sim- 
plified “separation procedure” to 
speed the process of discharging 
men from the military service and 
help their readjustment to civil- 
ian life, 

A separation center has _ been 
established at Fort Dix, where the 
procedures were tested. This will 
be the model for others to be es- 
tablished as they are needed in 
other parts of the country. 

“Under streamlined procedures 
in force at Fort Dix,” said 
Stimson, “only 48 hours are re- 
quired from the time a man ar- 
rives to the time he boards a 
train for home, in contrast to the 
three weeks or more often re- 


quired under former methods.” 


The soldier hears an “orienta- 
tion” talk about his imminent re- 
turn to civil life, his new respon- 
sibilities, and his rights and priv- 
ileges as a veteran. He gets a 


‘complete medical examination, his 


final pay, travel pay to his point 
of induction, the first installment 
of his mustering-out pay, and ad- 
vice to pay for his ticket home 
immediately. Banking _ facilities 
and a travel office adjoin the pay 
window. 

Counselors are available to tell 
the soldier about job opportuni- 
ties, to prepare records showing 
the soldier’s military and civilian 
experience and qualifications, 
give him job aptitude tests, to 
give him advice on life insurance, 
war™bPond allotments and other 
personal problems—but they ad- 
vise him only, don’t tell him what

WASHINGTON, May 11.—)— 
War Production Board and War 
Department opposition to repeal 
of daylight saving or war time 
was expressed today before a 
House Interstate Commerce Sub- 
committee considering seven meas- 
ures for restoration of standard 
time.

Majority Leader Barkley has filed a petition to limit debate 
on the house-approved bill to abolish the poll tax as a qualifica- 
tion for voting. The vote on the petition will be held Monday. 
The fate of the bill hinges on that vote. If debate is limited the 
bill is lost. 

The bill will be, we hope, defeated. . 

This hope is one wholly detached from thé poll tax itself. We 
believe the states, and the states alone, haye the right to deter- 
mine the qualifications for voting in general elections. The recent 
supreme court decision in the Texas primary case would seem to 
establish that fact. Texas has a poll tax. 
ruled that persons may not be kept from primaries which were, 
in effect, elections, because of race or color, The poll tax was 
not mentioned as a bar to voting. 

The states themselves should be left to take this action or no

My Dear, 
Have You Heard? 


There are a great many war rumors put out 
by the enemy. 

Stupid gossip spreads others. | | 
Inability of some persons to understand their | , 
own language is another reason for falsehoods and harmful stories. 

For instance, when the administration-hating, fire-breathing 
Upton Close was here recently, apparently a writer for a little 
four-page throw-away sheet in our region went to hear him. The 
published puff for Mr. Close read: 

“Upton Close, historian, not propagandist, addressed a full house 
at the Erlanger theater last week. Among other important state- 
ments he told of how we are now at this very ttme permitting 
Japanese ships to load with lend-lease supplies at Portland, Ore. 
Then our ships convoy them to Russia .. .”’ 

It flatly quotes Mr. Close as having said that we were per- 
mitting Japanese ships to load at Portland, Ore., a city of more 
than 300,000 good American citizens, and that we then convoyed 
them to Russia. 

Now, not even Mr. Close would make so stupid a statement as 
that. I did not hear Mr. Close, but on receipt of this amazing story 
I checked with some who did attend. It seems that Mr. Close, 
who likes to have one believe he knows a lot of “inside” stuff, did 
say that Russian ships were loading supplies at Portland and that 
the Japanese were letting them through. We all know that, since 
it has often been reported. 

But to publish, even obscurely, so treasonable a charge, stuns 
the imagination. How do people do such things? Even to Mr. 


Close? 
IN PASSING Incidentally, it was Mr. Close on the radio after 
the first flash about Pearl Harbor. He was as- 

suring us that it did not mean war and advising us to be calm 
when he was interrupted by A flash saying Tokyo had announced 
it was at war. That was hard luck. He had to guess, like every- 
one else, and he guessed wrong. I mention it merely to demon- 
strate that even Mr. Close can be wrong, as he often is. 

At any rate, let us assume this piece was read by a hundred or 
SO persons, more or less. 

It is quite possible that some one or two of those who did read 
it were themselves dull-witted enough to go about quoting Mr. 
Close as saying the United States was permitting lend-lease to be 
loaded in Japanese ships at Portland, Ore., and that we then 
convoyed the Japanese ships to Russia. 

In passing, a day ago an envelope arrived with the next issue 
of this small, confused, shrill little “paper” and there was no cor- 
rection. The column so devoted to Mr. Close began: 

“The flag is flying at half mast in the whole United States 
today, because Frank Knox, secretary of war, has passed to his 
reward, It seems a travesty that any man who has so great a part 
in the destruction of constitutional government should be so 
honored...” 

It is unimportant that he was secretary of the Navy, not of 
war, and a very distinguished one, but the sentiment is strange.

DON’T BELIEVE RUMORS I discuss this merely because 
it is so vivid an example of how 

it is possible for perfectly ridiculous, fantastic falsehoods to get 

started. 

Let us say that there were two or three dimwits who really 
believed that Mr. Close said we were letting Japanese ships load 
at an American port and were convoying them to Russia. 

Their conversation cannot have failed to be with equally dim- 
witted persons and so, no doubt, there is a story going around 
our town now that Upton Close (who knows the inside, my dear), 
has told friends here that the Roosevelt administration is lettin 
Japanese ships (can you imagine, my dear?) come sailing right 
into our harbors to take things we need to Russia. 

Mr. Close ought to realize that, whether he wishes them or 
not, he inevitably attracts as a part of any one of his audiences 
at least a few of the crackpot fringe of the community in which he 
appears. 

For the benefit of this group he ought to pass out printed 
copies of his speeches, in simple words of not more than one 
syllable. Also, he might diagram it. It would have been well, for 
instance, if he had diagrammed his local talk. He could have 
shown a ship in the harbor at Portland and written on it, “This 
is not a Japanese ship.” 

The point is—when you hear a rumor which pictures your 
country or any of its leaders in a ridiculous or unworthy light, 
put it down that it got started in the usual way.

Story of Sevastopol 
Ends Another Chapter 


The recapture of Sevastopol, that mighty 
fortress of the Crimea, by the Russians writes 
finis to one more chapter in a melodramatic his- 

tory of a city that goes back many centuries. The 
German occupation, short though it has been, will add one more to 
the many races or nations which have, at various times, counted 
themselves masters of the Crimea. 
The results of the new capture of the Black Sea port are obvious. 
It will release the Red armies on the Crimean front for use in the 
coming assault upon Germany from the East. It will restore to the 
Russian Black Sea fleet the finest port and give that fleet full con- 
trol of the important piece of water. 


EVEN IN GREEK FABLE You have to go back to the dim 
days of early Greece to find first 
knowledge of the Crimea. It was then known as Cimmeria. *The 
Greeks built cities on its shores, one of which Theodosia, stands 
today, sometimes known under that name and sometimes as Kaffa. 
After Greece, Rome became master of the Bosporus and, when 
Rome declined, the settlements on the Crimea had a most precari- 
ous time. Sometimes they claimed independence and at other times 
were controlled by leaders of various bands of marauders. 

A Turkish tribe known as Khazars took it over in the seventh 
century and changed the name to Khazaria. The ancient Goths 
came in and took over the southern coasts and called that part of 
it Gotha. 

Then came rule by a series of Khans, who lived in such splendor 
and licentious luxury they have ever since been a symbol for ex- 
travagance. The Russians and a people called Pichengues fought 
for it for a long time until] the mighty Genghis Khan and his Mongol 
Tartars included the Crimea in his conquests. When Genghis Kahn 
died he gave the Crimea to his nephew, Batu-Kahn, who established 
the capital city of Baktschi Serai. ; 

Some time after this the place took the name Crim, or \Little 
Tartary, from which the modern Crimea comes. 


ANS Those great traders, the Gen- 
GENOESE AND VENE?) oese, established permanent 
settlements in the Crimea for purposes of trade, largely in slaves. 
And their ancient rivals, the Venetians, tried to push them out with 
a lot of small-scale fighting as a result. 

The Genoese likewise fought with the hereditary Khans, who 
still were nominal rulers of the Crimea, and the fighting became so 
bad that a Turkish fleet appeared in the harbor of Kaffa. Resistance 
was weak and the Turks took over and made the Crimea a province 
of the Ottoman empire. . 

If the Turks had then been satisfied, the later history of the 
Crimea might have been far different. But they tried to extend 
their conquest into Russia proper, with the result the Russians began 
a long struggle to drive the Turks out of the Crimea, At first they 
were unsuccessful, but after some 35 years of warfare they drove 
the last Turk out. And, in 1783, the Crimea became part of the 
Russian empire. 

Sevastopol was founded by Catherine the Great and- intended 
as a great arsenal and base for a constant threat against the Turks. 
Sevastopol was, at that time, considered the strongest and most im- 
pregnable fortress in the world. It probably. was, from the sea front, 
but the Czars neglected defenses on the land front, from which 
they never expected attack, and it was from the land that the 
British and French succeeded in taking the city after a long siege 
in the Crimean War which began in 1853-54. It ended in 1856. 

It was fear of too great aggression by Russia against Turkey, 
and consequent cutting of British and French trade routes to the 
East, that was the basic cause of the Crimean War. Half a million 
men were killed in that war, but today it is chiefly remembered for 
the Charge of the Light Brigade at Balaklava, and the fact that 
Florence Nightingale, in that war, started the use of women nurses 
in battle hospitals. 

In the First World War Sevastopol did not escape conflict. The 
Turkish fleet bombarded the city from the sea, but no attempt was 
made to land troops in the Crimea during that conflict. 

And we are all familiar with the part the Crimea, and Sevastopol, 
has played in the present war, 


REASON FOR THANKS Probably there is little left, save 

piles of rubbish, of Sevastopol to- 
day. It will, undoubtedly, be rebuilt. Its port facilities—it has a 
magnificent harbor—will undoubtedly be first restored, so that the 
Russian Black Sea fleet may use it as a base in coming campaigns 
against Romania. 

However, there is one thought which dominates after a casual 
glance through the history of Sevastopol. That is, a sense of deep 
gratitude that fate has placed our lives in a country and a city im- 
mune from war—save that once when Sherman marched in—in- 
stead of in a locale where it seems death and horror must descend 
every time war breaks out anywhere in Europe. 

It is, at least, far more comfortable to be an Atlantan than to be 
a Sevastopolitan, at almost any period of history.

Tobin Case 


NEW YORK—Mark Sullivan, 
the Washington journalist, has 
been pointing out the similarity 
of the cases of Montgomery Ward 
and John L. Lewis, both of whom 


refused to sign contracts cover- 
ing union relations, and the dis- 
similarity of their treatment by 
the national government, particu- 
larly, by President Roosevelt. 
Montgomery Ward was seized by 
the Army, and Sewell Avery was 
carried out of his office, but, al: 
though Lewis, by his refusal, had 
tied up war production, as Mont- 
gomery Watd had not, nothing 
was done to him or to his union. 


This is an interesting compari- 
son, but there is a better illustra- 
tion of privilege and immunity 
in a recent dispute in Indianapolis 
between Uncle Daniel Tobin's 
Teamsters’ Union, a vigorous po- 
litical ally of the New Deal ad- 
ministration, and 11 girls employ- 
ed in the union office to address 
copies of his monthly magazine 
called the International Teamster. 
This magazine is actually Mr. 
Tobin’s own bugle. He uses it to 
glorify himself to the membership 
and to ingratiate himself with the 


received flattering personal hon- 
ors for his vanity. 


No Overtime 


The girls complained that they 
were not getting overtime pay for 
'hours in excess of 40 a week and 
that they were required to make 
up for time taken off on Labor 
Day and Christmas. So Uncle 
‘Dan's mailers joined the Mailers’ 
‘Union and, in good legal order, 
their business agent asked the 
Teamsters’ Union to sign a con- 
tract just as the CIO asked Avery 
to sign. In Avery’s case, there 
'was doubt that the union actually 
| did represent the workers, but no 
‘such question was raised in re- 
gard to Uncle Dan’s bevy of mail 
| clerks. The Teamsters’ Union re- 
fused to negotiate at all and the 
|Mailers’ Union, with the support 
of the printers, declared the Team- 
'sters’ magazine to be unfair to or- 
ganized labor. In as much as Uncle 
'Dan is the editor, this meant that 
the president of one of the big- 
gest American unions, a member 
of the executive council of the 
AFL and one of President Roose- 
velt’s advisers and _ confidential 
|agents in labor policy, was an 
‘enemy of labor. 


In the course of events, last 
| winter, the Teamsters’ executive 
|board met as usual in Miami, 
'where a mansion is maintained 
for their comfort, and, on the pre- 
text of saving white paper, of 
which the magazine is entitled to 
its regular quota, authorized 
Uncle Dan to suspend publication 
temporarily and use other means 
of publicity. By suspending, Uncle 
Dan would be enabled to fire the 
girls who had joined the union. 
The mailers, incidentally, were 
charging that Mr. Tobin was try- 
ing to make them join the Stenog- 
raphers and Typists Union. This 
would have been a serious viola- 
tion of the Wagner Act, which 
Mr. Tobin has often praised and 
invoked, in that he would have 
been interfering with their right 
to choose their own affiliation. 


Did Not Suspend 


The magazine did not suspend, 
however, But when the April 
issue came out, the Mailers’ Union 
refused to handje it, and Mr. 
Tobin fired the girls. This crisis 
occurred just at the time of the 
trouble at Montgomery Ward and, 
after a little public opinion had 
been generated in the Indianapolis 
oe oh Uncle Dan began to nego- 
late. An agreement was reached 
in two days, but the girls trans- 
ferred from the employ of the 
Teamsters’ Union to that of the 
printing firm which prints the 
.paper. 

During the dispute the Mailers’ 
Union appealed to the Labor Re- 
lations Board, but the board stall- 
ed for three months, and when 
the publicity broke, set Mag 5 
as the day of a hearing. This now 
is obviated, with the girls no 
longer in Uncle Dan's employ. 


Uncle Dan gets $30,000 a year

WASHINGTON.—The address delivered by 
National Party Chairman Robert E. Hannegan 
before the Jefferson Day dinner of New York 
Democrats the other night is notable for 4wo

First, Mr. Hannegan announced somewhat unequivocal! 
President Roosevelt will be a candidate for re-election. b 

“Tonight I want to report to the Democrats of New Yo &.” he 
said, “that it is my firm conviction that the Democratic party will 
win the national election in November, and that our standard- 
bearer will be New York’s greatest son—Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Thus the effect of the Hannegan statement is to give, for the 
first time, an official cast to predictions as to the President's avail- 
ability for the fourth-term nomination. No one can logically assume 
that the party chairman was not sure of his ground in stating that 
Mr. Roosevelt will run. . ; 

At the same time, Mr. Hannegan took steps to kill various 
rumors to the effect that the President’s health might preclude him 
from becoming a candidate to succeed himself. 

“Despite the malicious whispers to the contrary,” he asserted, 
“I can assure you that the President is fit and ready for the fight. 

What is notable about all of this is that it is the most definite 
statement emanating from an authoritative source that has been 
heard on the score of the President’s availability. 

While the party chairman hastened to say that he had not dis- 
cussed the matter with Mr. Roosevelt, no one will be able to say 
that he was not speaking from an inside knowledge of the Presi- 
dent’s plans and intentions.

the beginning of the Democratic offensive in behalf of the fourth 
term. Heretofore the national party organization has confined its 
activities chiefly to the defensive. Most of the shooting has been 
done by the opposition. Both the administration and the national 
committee have devoted their efforts-since the 1940 election largely 
to answering attacks made on the administration. There has been 
little counter-fire. 

Mr. Hannegan’s speech may be considered the first broadside 
of the 1944 campaign. As Ernest Lindley, Newsweek's political 
commentator, has already pointed out, it was aimed not only at 
the Republican party generally, but at tha probable GOP nominee 
specifically. 

Governor Dewey, of New York, was singled out for some rather 
rough treatment. He was. made the target for a damaging attack 
on at least two scores. 

First, Dewey’s 1940 denunciation of our earlier recognition of 
Soviet Russia was held up to ridicule, and then Mr. Hannegan pro- 
ceeded to take him severely to task for an utterance made about 
the time of our entry into the war that the United States would 
never be able to build 50,000 warplanes and create the air force 
to fly them, as the President had promised. 

As regards the latter, the party chairman was able to raise an 
effective question as to Mr. Dewey’s capacity for visualizing and 
developing the potential resources of the nation. He pointed out 
that our present airplane production is running at the rate of about 
9.000 monthly, and that since Pearl Harbor the United States has 
produced a total of more than 160,000 planes, with the greatest air 
force ever assembled for their operation. 

Suppose the President had shown no more vision as to our war 
potential during the early days of the conflict and had planned 
for an air production of no more than 50,000 planes? Get it? 


RUSSIA After the Russians signed a nonaggression pact with 

Hitler immediately before the outbreak of the European 
war, Dewey evidently thought it was smart politics to criticize the 
administration for its previous recognition of the Soviet Union back 
in 1933. He had this to say in 1940: “At last I think our admin- 
istration will stop trying to make deals with Russia. We need no 
such partnerships.” 

Mr. Hannegan was able to show that Dewey then had no grasp 
of the fundamentals that lay behind the European war situation 
which were shaping. He did not understand, as our own officials 
did, that the RuSsians, in signing the Hitler pact, were only play- 
ing a game with the. Germans, hoping to hold the Nazis off until 
they could get preparedisfor the clash whief Marshal Staljn saw 
as inevitable, even that early. 

Had Dewey been President at that time and made such utter- 
ances as he did as the chief executive of this natioh, he would have 
imposed serious barriery to our later collaboration with Russia as 
an ally. 

Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Hull soon np the game entirely 
differently. No such loose talk came fronr them. Both foresaw 
the day when Russia might be drawn into the war on common 
ground with ourselves and the British. 

Mr. Hannegan was able to center his fire on the New York 
Governor because it is now apparent that the Republican nomuina- 
tion is all but his without the asking. His speech marks a definite, 
turn from the defensive to the offensive. Henceforth we may ex- 
pect to see the Democratic machine swing into action. The Presi- 
dent and the new party chairman may be relied upon to put the 
opposition on the defensive in due course—and that, of course, is 
always the soundest strategy for any political campaign.

As To Scoring get a few of the rules straightened out. A 
player can touch a ball and still be absolved of an error. The 
batter should be given the benefit of the doubt. That’s what the 
official scoring rules pamphlet says, and I quote: 

“When a fairly hit ball is partially or wholly stopped by 
a fielder in motion but who cannot recover the ball in time 
to make the throw to first ahead of the batsman to complete 
the out or to some other base to complete a force play on 
another runner. then the batsman should be credited with a 
base hit.” 

Of course. it has to be a difficult play. That “in motion” means 
the player really has to be on the move, not merely taking a step 
or two. - 

There can be no base hit scored when a force play results, even 
if the batter clearly would have beaten the play at first base. That 
applies even if a batter should hit to the outfield and fast fielding 
results in a runner being forced. 

It’s strictly up to a scorer’s judgment if a ball, hit either 
too hard or too slow, shall be called a base hit. But in all 
cases the batter shall be given the benefit of the doubt. 

Every fan is a potential scorer and isn’t always going to 
agree with the official ‘decision. And that’s only natural. 
Few people, viewing an accident, will see alike. 

The human element runs high in scoring. For there are more 
plays of judgment than there are plays covered by set rules.

Bell Helicopter 
Bows to Public 
In Indoor Flight 


BUFFALO, N. Y.., ag 11.—(P) 
The first indoor helicopter flight 
in this country, according to Law- 
rence D. Bell, president of the Bell 
Aircraft Corporation, was made 
last night in the 65th ema | 
armory. 

The flight,-the first public show- 
ing of the new Bell Seteomaae | 
was arranged at the request of 
Civil Air Patrol officials, Bell | 
said, to demonstrate the craft’s | 
ability to take off, maneuver and | 
land in restricted areas. 

Developed over a period of 15 
years by Arthur Young, head of 
the company’s helicopter program, 
the first ship was completed more 
than a vear ago, and has been 
flying since that time, Bell assert- 
ed.

British Ship 
Sinks Two supe 


“LONDON, May 11.—(#)-—The 
Brifish Frigate Spey destroyed two 
Nazi submarines recently in a dra- 
matic running fight while escort- 
ing a convoy in the North Atlantic, 
the admiralty anrfounced today. 

Without casualties and undam- 
aged, the small fighting ship pick- 
ed up 48 German sufvivors in‘the 
first- engagement that lasted only 
a few minutes after depth charges 
had forced the U-boat to the sur- 
face. Sixteen survivors were taken 
aboard after the Frigate’s, four- 
inch guns sent a second USoat to 
the bottom a short time later, the 
announcement said. 

The first victory came after the 
Frigate opened up with her guns 
at a range of 500 yards and scored 
many hits. During the action sev- 
eral of the enemy crew jumped in- 
to the sea while others manned the 
U-boat’s deck armament and re- 
turned the Frigate’s fire without 
effect.
